12.  Every  milk-tester  and  every  cream- 
grader  who  is  employed  in  the  testing  of  milk 
or  the  grading  of  cream  in  any  creamery  or 
dairy  shall : — 

(a.)  Cause  his  licence  to  be  kept  continu¬ 
ously  posted  up  in  a  conspicuous  posi¬ 
tion  at  the  testing-room  or  the  grading- 
room  of  the  creamery  or  dairy  during 
the  time  of  his  employment  therein : 

(b.)  Report  forthwith  to  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Victoria 
every  case  brought  to  his  notice  where 
milk  or  cream  is  received,  handled,  kept, 
used,  or  dealt  in  under  unsanitary  or 
unwholesome  conditions  in  any  cream¬ 
ery  or  dairy,  or  when  milk  or  cream 
has  been  in  any  way  polluted  or  ren¬ 
dered  unfit  for  human  consumption  in 
violation  of  any  Statute  or  law  in  force 
in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia. 
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13.  Every  licence  issued  under  section  4  of 
the  Act  shall  be  subject  to  the  condition  that 
if  the  licensee  violates  any  provision  of  the 
Act  or  of  the  regulations,  the  Minister,  upon 
proof  to  his  satisfaction  of  the  fact  of  such 
violation  and  without  the  necessity  of  holding 
any  hearing,  may  suspend  the  licence  and  all 
rights  of  the  licensee  thereunder  for  such 
period  as  the  Minister  may  see  fit,  or  may 
revoke  the  licence. 

14.  Every  licensee  for  the  operation  of  a 
creamery  or  dairy,  who  is  required  under  the 
provisions  of  section  6  of  the  Act  to  deliver  to 
the  owner  of  the  milk  or  cream  dealt  in  or 
purchased  an  account  of  the  amount  and  value 
thereof,  shall  cause  samples  representative 
and  aliquot  of  every  can  of  every  shipment  of 
milk  or  cream  received  from  a  producer  to  be 
taken  for  testing.  He  shall  cause  samples  of 
the  milk  or  cream  kept  for  purposes  of  test¬ 
ing  to  be  tested  not  less  often  than  semi¬ 
monthly  and  the  weight,  grade,  and  test  of  the 
milk  or  cream  shall  be  delivered  forthwith 
upon  completion  of  the  test. 

15.  Every  test  of  milk  or  cream  conducted 
under  the  supervision  of  and  certified  by  a 
milk-tester  for  any  creamery  or  dairy  operated 
under  a  licence  shall  be  conducted  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  instructions  and  practices  set 
forth  and  recommended  in  the  said  Publica¬ 
tion  611  and  the  testing  apparatus  prescribed 
by  that  publication,  except  where  the  use  of 
apparatus  differing  therefrom  is  permitted  by 
the  direction  of  the  Minister. 

16.  Every  market  milk  plant  shall  have  a 
receiving  tank  or  weigh  tank  large  enough  to 
hold  all  the  milk  from  one  shipper  to  permit  of 
a  representative  sample  being  taken.  Every 
dairy  plant  where  milk  or  cream  is  bought  on 
a  basis  of  butter-fat  content  shall  have  a  test- 
room  or  place  for  testing  which  can  be  effec¬ 
tively  shut  off  from  draught  or  cross-currents 
of  air,  steam,  or  vapour  likely  to  interfere  with 
accurate  weighing  of  samples  or  the  maintain¬ 
ing  of  proper  temperatures.  Where  testing 
scales  are  used  they  shall  be  mounted  on  a 
table,  shelf,  or  bench  free  from  vibration  and 
having  a  level  surface.  The  test-room  shall  be 
equipped  according  to  standards  set  out  in  the 
regulations. 

Standard  equipment  for  test-rooms  in  Brit¬ 
ish  Columbia  dairy  plants  shall  include : — 

(a.)  All  the  equipment  necessary  to  operate 
and  complete  the  Babcock  test  for  milk, 
cream,  skim-milk,  and  buttermilk  as 
outlined  and  prescribed  in  Publication 
No.  611  of  the  Dominion  Department  of 
Agriculture : 

( b .)  A  level  table  or  shelf  of  ample  dimen¬ 
sions  and  suitable  height  on  which  the 
tester  can  carry  out  his  operations 
without  being  hampered  or  crowded: 

( c .)  A  rust-proof  tank  large  enough  to  ac¬ 
commodate  twenty-four  sample  bottles 
and  convenient  to  hot-  and  cold-water 
connections : 

( d .)  A  sink  suitable  for  washing  sample 
jars,  test-bottles,  and  other  glassware 
used  in  testing: 

(e.)  Suitable  racks  for  holding  at  least 
twenty-four  test-bottles. 

17.  All  samples  of  milk  or  cream  from  which 
a  test  is  made  and  certified  by  a  milk-tester 
at  a  time  not  more  than  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  time  the  milk  or  cream  was  received 
at  the  creamery  or  dairy  shall  be  kept  by  the 
licensee  of  the  creamery  or  dairy  under  the 
conditions  prescribed  in  the  said  Publication 
No.  611  for  the  care  of  samples  for  testing,  for 
a  period  of  twenty-four  hours  after  the  test 
is  made.  All  samples  from  which  a  test  is 
made  and  certified  at  a  time  more  than  twenty- 
four  hours  after  the  time  the  milk  or  cream 
was  received  shall  be  kept  under  the  conditions 
prescribed  for  a  period  of  seven  days  after  the 
test  is  made;  and  in  case  notice  is  received  by 
the  licensee  requiring  a  verification  test  to  be 
made  under  these  regulations  in  respect  to  any 


sample,  he  shall  so  keep  that  sample  for  such 
further  period  as  is  necessary  to  permit  of  the 
verification  test  being  made. 

18.  Where  the  person  who  has  supplied  the 
milk  or  cream  of  which  a  test  has  been  made 
and  certified  by  a  milk-tester  is  dissatisfied 
with  the  result  of  the  test  or  the  manner  in 
which  the  test  is  made,  he  may  notify  the 
licensee  of  the  creamery  or  dairy  that  a  veri¬ 
fication  test  is  required  of  the  sample  of  milk 
or  cream  so  tested,  and  may  forthwith  apply 
to  the  Department  for  a  verification  test.  The 
application  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  The 
verification  test  shall  be  made  by  a  milk-tester 
designated  by  the  Minister  for  the  making  of 
verification  tests.  The  licensee  of  the  cream¬ 
ery  or  dairy  so  notified  shall  permit  the  verifi¬ 
cation  test  to  be  made,  and  the  milk-tester  by 
whom  it  is  made  shall  forthwith  certify  the 
result  thereof  and  his  report  thereon  to  the 
Minister,  the  licensee  of  the  creamery  or  dairy, 
and  the  person  who  applied  for  the  making  of 
the  verification  test. 

19.  Every  dairy  plant  shall  have  suitable 
separate  dressing-rooms  for  its  male  and 
female  employees.  Each  dressing-room  shall 
be  equipped  with  wash-bowls  having  water 
connections  and  drain-pipes  with  a  “  p  ”  trap 
and  connected  to  the  underground  drainage 
system.  Paper  towels  or  linen  towels  in  a 
sanitary  dispenser  and  some  form  of  anti¬ 
septic  soap  shall  be  provided.  A  separate 
flush-toilet  shall  be  provided  for  male  and 
female  employees. 

20.  All  whey  from  cheese  made  from  raw 
milk  and  all  buttermilk  from  butter  made  from 
raw  cream  which  is  to  be  sold  or  used  for  feed¬ 
ing  live  stock  shall  be  pasteurized  before  it  is 
removed  from  the  dairy  plant. 

21.  Every  dairy  plant  shall  be  constructed 
and  maintained  so  as  to  supply  sufficient  light 
and  ventilation  and  to  exclude  insects,  vermin, 
and  other  animal  life. 

22.  The  standards  for  the  grading  of  cream 
shall  be  as  hereinafter  set  out.  No  other 
standards  shall  be  applied,  or  advertised,  or 
otherwise  held  out  to  be  applied  in  the  grad¬ 
ing  of  cream  at  or  through  any  creamery  or 
dairy  purchasing  cream  in  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  and  every  licensee  for  the 
operation  of  a  creamery  or  dairy  shall  cause 
a  copy  of  the  said  standards  to  be  kept  con¬ 
tinuously  posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  at  the 
creamery  or  dairy  in  plain  view  of  all  persons 
delivering  cream  thereat. 

The  said  standards  shall  be  as  follows: — 

Table  Cream. 

This  grade  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream 
which  is  non-frozen,  sweet  and  clean  in  flavour 
and  odour,  for  household  use,  and  which  is 
produced  under  conditions  that  comply  with 
the  special  requirements  of  the  municipality 
in  which  it  is  to  be  sold  for  consumption.  The 
acidity  of  cream  in  this  grade  shall  not  be 
more  than  eighteen  one-hundredths  of  one  per 
cent.  (0.18%)  at  the  time  of  grading. 

Cream  for  Manufacturing. 

Special  Grade. 

This  grade  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream 
which  is  perfectly  clean  in  flavour  and  odour 
and  of  uniform  consistency  and  suitable  for 
making  finest  quality  butter.  The  acidity  of 
cream  in  this  grade  shall  not  be  more  than 
twenty-eight  one-hundredths  of  one  per  cent. 
(0.28%)  at  the  time  of  being  graded  at  the 
creamery  where  it  is  to  be  manufactured. 

First  Grade. 

This  grade  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream 
which  is  clean  in  flavour  and  odour  and  of 
uniform  consistency  and  suitable  for  making 
First  Grade  butter.  The  acidity  of  cream  in 
this  grade  shall  not  be  more  than  fifty-five  one- 
hundredths  of  one  per  cent.  (0.55%)  at  the 
time  of  being  graded  at  the  creamery  where 
it  is  to  be  manufactured. 
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Second  Grade. 

This  grade  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream 
which  is  curdy,  lumpy,  bitter,  stale,  musty, 
metallic,  or  otherwise  unclean  in  flavour  or 
odour  and  unsuitable  for  manufacture  into 
butter  of  any  higher  grade  than  Second. 

No  Grade. 

This  shall  include  any  lot  of  cream  unclean, 
mouldy,  mildewed,  or  with  a  very  objectionable 
flavour  or  odour,  such  as  that  of  kerosene, 
gasoline,  stinkweed,  onions.  Cream  containing 
insects  or  other  vermin  or  any  other  objection¬ 
able  substance  shall  not  be  accepted  or  graded 
at  any  creamery  or  dairy. 

For  the  purpose  of  designating  any  of  the 
said  grade  descriptions  and  trade  terms  upon 
the  daily  record,  and  upon  the  statements  that 
are  to  be  issued  and  delivered  to  patrons  in 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  these  regu¬ 
lations,  the  following  abbreviations  and  no 
others  may  be  used,  namely:  “Table”  for 
Table  Cream,  “  Sp.”  for  Special  Grade,  “  1  ” 
for  First  Grade,  and  “  2  ”  for  Second  Grade. 

23.  Every  licensee  for  the  operation  of  a 
creamery  or  dairy  shall,  at  least  as  often  as 
once  each  month,  furnish  to  the  Provincial 
Department  of  Agriculture  at  Victoria  a 
return,  in  a  form  to  be  furnished  by  the 
Minister,  showing  the  total  quantity  of  cream 
of  each  grade  according  to  the  standards  of 
grading  prescribed  by  these  regulations,  de¬ 
livered  at  the  creamery  or  dairy  since  the  last 
preceding  monthly  return  made  by  him.

“GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  section  68  of  the 
“  Game  Act,”  chapter  108  of  the  “  Revised 
Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,”  the  fol¬ 
lowing  regulations,  to  be  known  as  the  “  Regu¬ 
lations  dealing  with  the  Canning  of  Game  and 
the  Canning  and  Possession  of  Trout,”  be 
made : — 

Regulations  dealing  with  the  Canning  of 
Game  and  the  Canning  and  Possession 
of  Trout. 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations,  the 
words  “  game  ”  and  “  trout  ”  shall  be  as  defined 
in  the  “  Game  Act.” 

2.  No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession, 
anywhere  in  the  Province,  at  any  one  time, 
more  trout  than  will  in  the  aggregate  amount 
to  more  than  three  days’  bag-limit,  in  accor¬ 
dance  with  the  daily  bag-limit  set  out  in  the 
British  Columbia  Special  Fishery  Regulations. 

3.  No  person  shall,  anywhere  in  the  Prov¬ 
ince,  process  by  canning  or  bottling  any  game 
or  trout  until  said  game  or  trout  has  been 
taken  to  the  residence  of  the  angler  or  hunter 
as  shown  on  his  licence  issued  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act  ” :  Provided  that 
this  regulation  shall  be  subject  to  any  regula¬ 
tion  passed  under  the  “  Provincial  Fisheries 
Act.”

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE 
ORDER  No.  2  (1946). 

Apprentices  indentured  under  the 
“  Apprenticeship  Act.” 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — - 

1.  (1.)  That  where  an  apprentice  is  serving 
an  apprenticeship  under  a  contract  of  appren¬ 
ticeship  pursuant  to  the  “  Apprenticeship  Act,” 
the  minimum  wage  fixed  by  any  Order  of  the 
Board  shall  not  apply  in  respect  of  such  ap¬ 
prentice. 

(2.)  That  in  the  case  of  an  apprentice  re¬ 
ferred  to  in  subsection  ( 1 ) ,  the  minimum  wage 
to  be  paid  to  the  apprentice  by  the  employer 
shall  be  the  rate  of  pay  fixed  by  the  provisions 
of  the  contract  of  apprenticeship. 

(3.)  That  the  rate  of  pay  under  the  contract 
of  apprenticeship  referred  to  in  subsection  (1) 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  and  shall  constitute  the 
minimum  wage  payable  by  the  employer  to 
the  apprentice  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
the  above-mentioned  Acts,  and  shall  be  in  lieu 
of  the  minimum  wage  fixed  by  the  Board  in 
any  other  Order. 

2.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Vancouver,  B.C.,  on  the  19th  day  of  June, 
1946,  and  published  in  The  British  Columbia 
Gazette  on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1946,  shall 

take  effect  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946.

MALE  AND  FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE 
ORDER  No.  52  (1946). 

Hotel  and  Catering  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
following  expressions  shall  have  the  following 
meanings : — 

“  Hotel  and  catering  industry  ”  means  the 
work  of  male  and  female  employees  em¬ 
ployed  in : — 

(a.)  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  clubs,  or  any 
other  place  where  lodging  is  fur¬ 
nished,  for  which  a  charge  is  made; 
( b .)  Hotels,  lodging-houses,  restaurants, 
cafes,  eating-houses,  dance-halls,  cab¬ 
arets,  banquet-halls,  ice-cream  par¬ 
lours,  soda-fountains,  hospitals,  sana- 
toriums,  nursing  homes,  clubs, 
dining-rooms,  or  kitchens  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  industrial  or  commercial 
establishments  or  office  buildings  or 
schools,  or  any  similar  place  where 
food  is  cooked,  prepared,  or  served, 
for  which  a  charge  is  made, — 
whether  or  not  such  establishments  men¬ 
tioned  in  clauses  (a)  and  ( b )  are  operated 
independently  or  in  connection  with  any 
other  business: 

“  Class  A  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female 
employee  whose  working-week  consists  of 
40  hours  or  more : 

“  Class  B  employee  ”  means  a  male  or  female 
employee  whose  working-week  consists  of 
less  than  40  hours: 

“  Learner  ”  means,  only,  a  male  or  female 
employee  of  any  age  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  a  permit  in  writing  has  been  issued 
by  the  Board  who  becomes  employed  in  the 
hotel  and  catering  industry  at  a  time  when 
the  employee  has  had  less  than  6  months’ 
actual  experience  as  an  employee  in  that 
industry. 

2.  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
3,  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  employer 
and  to  every  male  and  female  employee  in  the 
hotel  and  catering  industry. 

3.  That  this  Order  shall  not  apply  to:  — 

(a.)  A  graduate  nurse  who  is  in  possession 

of  a  certificate  showing  she  has  com¬ 
pleted  a  course  of  training  in  general 
nursing  provided  in  a  hospital  and  who 
is  employed  as  a  nurse: 

(6.)  A  student  nurse  in  training  in  an  ap¬ 
proved  school  of  nursing  as  defined  by 
sections  22  and  23  of  the  “  Registered 
Nurses  Act”  of  British  Columbia: 

(c.)  A  student  employed  in  a  school  in 
which  the  student  is  enrolled: 

( d .)  Bell-boys  and  pages  with  respect  to 
section  4  of  this  Order: 

(e.)  Employees  covered  by  another  Order  of 
the  Board  specifically  defining  their 
work. 

4.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (6),  (c),  (d),or  ( e )  of  this  section. 

(a.)  Class  A  employees,  $18  per  week. 

(b.)  Class  B  employees,  45c.  per  hour:  Pro¬ 
vided,  however,  that  no  such  employee 
shall  be  paid  less  than  an  amount  equal 
to  4  hours’  pay  in  any  one  day. 

(c.)  Employees  of  any  age  employed  as 
learners  for  whom  employment  per¬ 
mits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by  the 
Board. 

Learners,  Class  A  employees: — 

$12  per  week  during  first  2 
months’  employment: 


$14  per  week  during  second  2 
months’  employment : 

$16  per  week  during  third  2 
months’  employment,  and  there¬ 
after  as  provided  by  clause 
(a)  of  this  section. 

Learners,  Class  B  employees:  — 

30c.  per  hour  during  first  2 
months’  employment: 

35c.  per  hour  during  second  2 
months’  employment : 

40c.  per  hour  during  third  2 
months’  employment : 

Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
learner  shall  be  paid  less  than  an 
amount  equal  to  4  hours’  pay  at 
the  respective  hourly  rate  to  which 
the  employee  is  entitled  under  this 
clause  in  any  one  day. 

The  rates  fixed  for  learners  by  this 
clause  shall  apply  only: — 

(i.)  To  learners  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board :

Employees  engaged  in  catering  where, 
and  to  the  extent,  exemption  in  writing 
has  been  granted  by  the  Board: 
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(c.)  Employees  employed  on  Christmas  Day 
and  New  Year’s  Day,  and  upon  any 
other  days  declared  by  the  Board,  from 
time  to  time,  to  be  exempt  from  this 
section. 

8.  That  an  employee  reporting  for  work  on 
the  call  of  an  employer  shall  be  paid  by  the 
employer  for  the  entire  period  spent  at  the 
place  of  work  in  response  to  the  call.

The  charges  or  deductions  specified  in  this 
section  shall  only  be  permitted  and  made  when 
the  meals  furnished  by  the  employer  are  par¬ 
taken  of  by  the  employee,  or  when  the  accom¬ 
modation  furnished  by  the  employer  as  lodging 
is  used  by  the  employee.

the  Board  may  give  notice  in  writing  to  the 
employer  of  the  facts,  and  may  also  give  notice 
that  the  employer  shall  not  be  permitted  to 
make  any  charges  or  deductions  in  respect  of 
meals  or  lodging,  unless  and  then  only  to  such 
extent  as  may  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and 
after  receipt  of  such  notice  no  charges  or 
deductions,  unless  and  except  to  the  extent 
specified  in  the  notice,  shall  be  made  by  the 
employer.

11.  That  no  charge  or  deduction  from  the 
wages  of  employees  shall  be  made  by  employers 
for  accidental  breakages  by  employees  of  any 
articles  belonging  to  the  employer. 

12.  (1.)  That  every  employee  shall  be  given 
a  rest  period  of  32  consecutive  hours  weekly, 
of  which  the  employee  shall  be  duly  notified  by 
the  employer. 

(2.)  That  in  exceptional  cases  where  it  is 
recognized  that  the  provisions  of  subsection 
(1)  of  this  section  are  unsuitable,  and  when 
the  employer  and  employees  concerned  make 
application  in  writing  that  a  different  arrange¬ 
ment  respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of 
such  employer  and  employees  be  approved  by 
the  Board,  the  Board  may  approve  of  such 
arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement 
so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to  the  said 
employer  and  employees  in  lieu  of  subsection 
( 1 )  hereof. 

13.  (1.)  That  every  employer  shall: — 

(a.)  Provide  suitable  rest-rooms  for  the  use 
of  his  employees: 

(b.)  Provide  adequate  toilet  and  wash-room 
facilities  for  the  use  of  his  employees. 

(2.)  For  the  purpose  of  subsection  (1 )  hereof, 
if  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  the  employer  has 
failed  to  provide  suitable  rest-room  and  ade¬ 
quate  toilet  and  wash-room  facilities  for  the 
use  of  employees,  the  Board,  after  due  investi¬ 
gation,  may  notify  the  employer  in  writing, 


setting  out  in  detail  the  changes  he  is  required 
to  make,  and  within  the  time  limited  in  the 
notice,  in  order  to  comply  with  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (1)  hereof.

Office  Occupation. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fe¬

Learners,  Class  B  employees: — 

35c.  per  hour  during  her  first  2 
months’  employment : 

40c.  per  hour  during  her  second 
2  months’  employment: 

45c.  per  hour  during  her  third  2 
months’  employment : 

Provided,  however,  that  no  such 
learner  shall  be  paid  less  than  an 
amount  equal  to  4  hours’  pay  at 
the  respective  hourly  rate  to  which 
she  is  entitled  under  this  clause  in 
any  one  day.

MALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER  No.  20 
(1946). 

Ship-building  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  In¬ 
dustrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order  the 
expression  “  ship-building  industry  ”  means  all 
operations  in  the  construction,  reconstruction, 
alteration,  repair,  demolition,  painting,  clean¬ 
ing,  preserving,  reconditioning,  putting  on  or 
taking  off  the  ways,  or  dry-docking  of  any 
ship,  boat,  barge,  or  scow. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  employee  in  the  ship-build¬ 
ing  industry. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (5),  (c),  or  ( d )  of  this  section. 

(a.)  Employees  doing  the  work  usually  done 
by  journeymen,  and  without  restrict¬ 
ing  the  generality  of  the  foregoing,  the 
work  of  shipwrights,  joiners,  boat- 
builders,  caulkers,  painters,  fitters, 
electricians,  machinists,  boiler-makers, 
plumbers  and  steamfitters,  blacksmiths, 
sheet-metal  workers,  welders,  hoistmen, 
engineers,  riggers,  and  asbestos-work¬ 
ers,  90c.  per  hour. 

(b.)  Employees  exclusive  of  those  classified 
in  clause  (a),  60c.  per  hour:  Provided 
when  (but  not  until)  an  employer  has 
paid  90%  of  the  total  number  of  his 
employees  (exclusive  of  indentured  ap¬ 
prentices)  at  a  rate  or  rates  not  less 
than  the  minimum  wages  to  which  such 
employees  are  entitled  under  clatise  (a) 
or  (b)  of  this  section,  he  may  then  pay 
the  remainder  of  his  employees  (in¬ 
clusive  of  employees  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  permits  have  been  obtained  under 
clause  (c)  of  this  section)  at  a  lesser 
rate  or  rates,  hut  in  no  case  shall  such 
lesser  rate  or  rates  he  less  than  45c. 
per  hour. 
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(c.)  Employees  classified  under  section  6  of 
the  Act  for  whose  employment  permits 
have  been  issued  by  the  Board: — 

The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(cl.)  All  employees: — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44 
in  the  week.  This  clause  with  respect 
to  overtime  rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply 
to  employees  working  under  an  ar¬ 
rangement  with  respect  to  hours  of 
work  established  pursuant  to  section 
5  or  11  of  the  “  Hours  of  Work  Act  ” 
until  the  employee  has  completed  the 
hours  so  established. 

4.  That  the  hours  of  labour  of  any  employee 
shall  not  exceed  8  in  the  day  or  44  in  the  week, 
except  where  work  in  excess  of  these  limits  is 
authorized  by  the  Board  or  by  section  5  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act.” 

5.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the 
employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment,  so  that  all  employees  affected  thereby 
may  have  ready  access  to  and  see  the  same:- — 

(a.)  A  copy  of  this  Order: 

(b.)  A  schedule  setting  out  the  daily  shifts 
and  intervals  free  from  duty  of  each 
of  his  employees: 

7.  (1.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees.

Cost  and  Upkeep  of  Uniforms. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act”  and  the  “Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee 
in  every  industry,  business,  trade,  and  occupa¬ 
tion  to  which  the  above-mentioned  Acts  apply. 

2.  (1.)  That,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
subsection  (2),  when  an  employee  is  required 
by  the  employer  to  wear  a  uniform  or  special 
article  of  wearing-apparel,  such  uniform  or 
special  article  of  wearing-apparel  shall  be  fur¬ 


nished,  cleaned,  laundered,  repaired,  or  given 
similar  services  connected  with  the  upkeep 
thereof,  free  of  cost  to  the  said  employee,  by 
the  employer,  and  no  deductions  from  the  wages 
of  the  employee  or  other  charges  upon  the  em¬ 
ployee  shall  be  made  by  the  employer  for  such 
uniform  or  special  article  of  wearing-apparel, 
or  for  the  cleaning,  laundering,  repairing,  and 
upkeep  thereof. 

(2.)  That  in  any  case  where  the  employer 
and  employee  make  application  in  writing  to 
the  Board  seeking  to  effect  an  arrangement 
with  respect  to  the  furnishing,  cleaning,  laun¬ 
dering,  repairing,  and  servicing  of  the  uniform 
under  conditions  which  differ  from  the  condi¬ 
tions  prescribed  in  subsection  (1),  the  Board 
may  give  written  approval  of  the  arrangement 
set  out  in  the  application,  whereupon  the  ar¬ 
rangement  so  approved  shall  be  applicable  to 
the  said  employer  and  employee  and  shall  be 
deemed  to  comply  with  subsection  ( 1 ) .

ORDER  No.  74  (1946). 


Laundry,  Cleaning,  and  Dyeing  Industries. 

PURSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act  ”  and  the  “  Female 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  hereby  orders:— 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order: — 

“  Learner  ”  means,  only,  a  male  or  female 
employee  of  any  age  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  a  permit  in  writing  has  been  issued 
by  the  Board  who  becomes  employed  in 
the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing  in¬ 
dustries  at  a  time  when  the  employee  has 
had  less  than  6  months’  actual  experience 
as  an  employee  in  these  industries. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  male  and  female  employee 
in  the  laundry,  cleaning,  and  dyeing  industries, 
except  employees  covered  by  another  Order  of 
the  Board  specifically  defining  their  work. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (b) ,  (c),  (d) ,  (e),  or  (/)  of  this 
section. 

(a.)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  40c. 
per  hour,  with  the  exceptions  provided 
in  clauses  (b)  and  (c). 

(b.)  Learners  for  whose  employment  pei’- 
mits  in  writing  have  been  issued  by 
the  Board : — 

31c.  per  hour  during  the  first  2 
months’  employment: 

34c.  per  hour  during  the  second  2 
months’  employment: 

37c.  per  hour  during  the  third  2 
months’  employment,  and  there¬ 
after  as  provided  by  clause  (a) 
of  this  section. 

The  rates  fixed  for  learners  by  this 
clause  shall  apply  only: — 

(i.)  To  learners  for  whose  employ¬ 
ment  permits  in  writing  have 
been  issued  by  the  Board:

( d .)  No  employee  covered  by  clause  (a), 

(б) ,  or  (c)  shall  be  paid  less  than  an 
amount  equal  to  4  hours’  pay  in  any 
one  day,  save  and  except  on  Saturday 
when  no  employee  shall  be  paid  less 
than  an  amount  equal  to  3  hours’  pay. 

An  employee  reporting  for  work  on  the 
call  of  an  employer  shall  be  paid  by 
the  employer  for  the  entire  period 
spent  at  the  place  of  work  in  response 
to  the  call.

Fruit  and  Vegetable  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Male 
Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of  Indus¬

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 
his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (ct),  (b) ,  (c),  (d) ,  or  (e)  of  this 
section. 

(a.)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  48c. 
per  hour  for  every  hour  up  to  9  hours 
in  any  one  day:  Provided,  however, 
that  no  such  employee  in  any  one  day 
shall  be  paid  less  than  $1.44. 

( b .)  That  when  (but  not  until)  an  employer 
has  paid  85%  of  the  total  number  of 
his  male  employees  at  a  rate  or  rates 
not  less  than  the  minimum  wage  to 
which  such  employees  are  entitled 
under  clause  (a)  of  this  section,  he 
may  then  pay  the  remainder  of  his 
employees  (exclusive  of  employees  for 
whose  employment  permits  have  been 
obtained  under  clause  (c)  of  this  sec¬ 
tion)  at  a  lesser  rate  or  rates,  but  in 
no  case  shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates 
be  less  than  38c.  per  hour  for  every 
hour  up  to  9  hours  in  any  one  day:

FEMALE  MINIMUM  WAGE  ORDER 
No.  46  (1946). 

Fruit  and  Vegetable  Industry. 

URSUANT  to  the  provisions  of  the  “  Fe¬ 
male  Minimum  Wage  Act,”  the  Board  of 
Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders:— 

1.  That  for  the  purposes  of  this  Order 
“  fruit  and  vegetable  industry  ”  means  all 
operations  in  establishments  operated  for  the 
purpose  of  canning,  preserving,  drying,  or 
packing  any  kind  of  fresh  fruit  or  vegetable. 

2.  That  this  Order  shall  apply  to  every  em¬ 
ployer  and  to  every  female  employee  in  the 
fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  unless  such  em¬ 
ployees  are  covered  by  another  Order  of  the 
Board  specifically  defining  their  work. 

3.  That  every  employer  shall  pay  to  each  of 

his  employees  a  wage  not  less  than  the  mini¬ 
mum  wage  prescribed  for  such  employees  in 
clause  (a),  (b) ,  ( c ),  (d) ,  or  (e)  of  this 

section. 

(a.)  Except  as  hereinafter  provided,  40c. 
per  hour  for  every  hour  up  to  9  hours 
in  any  one  day:  Provided,  however, 
that  no  such  employee  in  any  one  day 
shall  be  paid  less  than  $1.20. 

( b .)  That  when  (but  not  until)  an  employer 
has  paid  90%  of  the  total  number  of 
his  female  employees  at  a  rate  or  rates 
not  less  than  the  minimum  wage  to 
which  such  employees  are  entitled 
under  clause  (a)  of  this  section,  he 
may  then  pay  the  remainder  of  his 
employees  (exclusive  of  employees  for 
whose  employment  permits  have  been 
obtained  under  clause  (c)  of  this  sec¬ 
tion)  at  a  lesser  rate  or  rates,  but  in 
no  case  shall  such  lesser  rate  or  rates 
be  less  than  35c.  per  hour  for  every 
hour  up  to  9  hours  in  any  one  day: 
Provided,  however,  that  no  such  em¬ 
ployee  in  any  one  day  shall  be  paid 
less  than  $1.05. 

(c.)  Employees  classified  under  section  5  of 
the  Act  for  whose  employment  permits 
have  been  issued  by  the  Board: — - 
The  wage  or  rate  of  pay  prescribed 
in  the  permit. 

(d.)  All  employees:  — 

(i.)  That  in  every  case  where  an 
employee  works  in  excess  of  9  hours 
and  not  more  than  11  hours  in  any  one 
day,  she  shall  be  paid  for  the  time 
worked  in  excess  of  9  hours  and  up  to 
and  including  11  hours  at  a  rate  equal 
to  one  and  one-half  times  her  regular 
rate  of  pay. 

(ii.)  That  in  every  case  where  an 
employee  works  in  excess  of  11  hours 
in  any  one  day,  she  shall  be  paid  for 
the  time  worked  in  excess  of  11  hours 
at  a  rate  equal  to  double  her  regular 
rate  of  pay. 

(iii.)  That  subclauses  (i.)  and  (ii.) 
of  clause  (d)  shall  apply  only  from 
June  1st  to  November  30th,  inclusive, 
in  each  year. 

(e.)  All  employees:  — 

Time  and  one-half  of  the  employee’s 
regular  rate  of  pay  for  all  hours 
worked  in  excess  of  8  in  the  day  or  44 
in  the  week  during  the  period  from 
December  1st  in  each  year  until  May 
31st,  inclusive,  in  the  following  year. 
This  clause  with  respect  to  overtime 
rate  of  pay  shall  not  apply  to  em¬ 
ployees  working  under  an  arrangement 
with  respect  to  hours  of  work  estab¬ 
lished  pursuant  to  section  5  or  11  of 
the  “Hours  of  Work  Act”  until  the 
employee  has  completed  the  hours  so 
established. 


4.  That  from  December  1st  in  each  year  until 
May  31st,  inclusive,  in  the  following  year  the 
hours  of  labour  of  any  employee  shall  not 
exceed  8  in  the  day  or  44  in  the  week,  except 
where  work  in  excess  of  these  limits  is  author¬ 
ized  by  the  Board  or  by  section  5  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act.” 

5.  That  after  not  more  than  5  consecutive 
hours’  employment  (which  shall  include  any 
brief  rest  period)  every  employee  in  the  fruit 
and  vegetable  industry  shall  be  given  at  least 
1  hour  free  from  duty:  Provided,  however, 
that  if  a  petition  in  writing  signed  by  at  least 
75%  of  his  employees  requesting  a  shorter 
period  free  from  duty  is  received  by  any  em¬ 
ployer,  he  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  Board, 
grant  such  petition,  but  in  no  case  shall  the 
period  free  from  duty  be  less  than  half  an 
hour. 

6.  That  every  employer  shall  post  and  keep 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  his  establish¬ 
ment  a  copy  of  this  Order,  so  that  all  em¬ 
ployees  affected  thereby  may  have  ready  access 
to  and  see  the  same. 

7.  That  every  employer  shall,  at  least  as 
often  as  semi-monthly,  pay  to  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees  all  wages  and  salary  earned  by  the 
employee  up  to  a  day  not  more  than  8  days 
prior  to  the  date  of  payment. 

8.  (1.)  That  every  employer  shall  keep  in 
his  establishment  a  true  and  correct  record  in 
the  English  language  of  the  wages  paid  to  and 
the  hours  worked  each  day  by  each  of  his  em¬ 
ployees,  together  with  a  register  in  the  English 
language  of  the  names,  ages,  nationalities,  and 
residential  addresses  of  all  of  his  employees. 

(2.)  That  every  employer  shall,  on  demand 
of  the  Board  or  any  person  authorized  in  writ¬ 
ing  by  the  Board  or  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board,  produce  for  inspection  all  records  kept 
by  him  relating  to  the  wages,  hours  of  labour, 
or  conditions  of  labour  and  employment  of  any 
or  all  of  his  employees. 

9.  That  this  Order,  made  by  the  Board  at 
Victoria,  B.C.,  on  the  25th  day  of  June,  1946, 
and  published  in  The  British  Columbia  Gazette 
on  the  27th  day  of  June,  1946,  shall  take  effect 
on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1946. 

10.  That  Order  No.  46  (1942)  of  the  Board 
establishing  a  minimum  wage  in  the  fruit  and 
vegetable  industry,  dated  the  21st  day  of 
September,  1942,  is  hereby  rescinded.
